The jury ruled that the 
death was accidental, how 
ever, when the girl, Corrine 
Matson, was thrown from a 
parked car after the impact 
with the bus. Brady Bolt, 29, 
of 1227 W. 37th St., Los An¬ 
geles. was driving the bus. 

District Attorney McKes¬ 
son, awaiting Arcadia police 
evidence, said inquest testi¬ 
mony suggested a need to 
plug a legal loophole by 
which Bolt was able to drive 
a school bus without proper 
certification. 

BOLT, a licensed chauf¬

To shorten a complicated 
story, Hersey argued that 
the city should pay for two- 
thirds of the dam, particu¬ 
larly since he will let dirt 
from the new high level res¬ 
ervoir be dumped on his 
property, thus saving the 
city about $15,000 in hauling 
costs. 

Furthermore, he said, the 
city has a responsibility to 
protect the residents on Car¬ 
ter Ave. from damage by 
flood, fire, mud and boulders. 

“After all,” he said, “I 
don’t need your dirt.” 

THE COUNCIL agreed in 
essence with Hersey, but ar¬ 
gued that the price was too 
high. 

Finally, Councilman Lisle 
came up with a solution 
which, after several whis¬ 
pered consultations, was ac¬ 
cepted. 

The city will pay for half 
of the dam, providing the 
County Flood Control Dis- 
tViet approves its construc¬ 
tion and assumes jurisdiction 
over it. If the district doesn’t 
okay the dam and the city 
has to maintain it, only one- 
third of the cost will be re¬ 
leased from city coffers. The 
dam is expected to cost 
about $12,000. 

Mr. Hersey agreed, in turn, 
to accept the city’s dirt, and 
everybody went home, if not 
happier, at least a little 
wiser.

City officials, who inevitably are condemned re¬ 
gardless of the action they take, should be congrat¬ 
ulated for the outstanding tree planting program 
which is now nearing completion. 

Not only did the city buy lovely trees, the price 
paid for them was entirely reasonable. 

When the program is completed, more than 1,000 
will have been planted in Sierra Madre, including 
35 expensive Indian laurels. The total cost was about 
$3,000 or $3 per tree. 

NONE OF the trees was purchased locally, a 
development which has raised the ire of several citi¬ 
zens here. Personally, I am an advocate of home-town 
buying, but so far as the city is concerned this is a 
question which must be decided by the Council. 

The problem, in the eyes of the City Council, is 
whether it’s wiser to buy locally and probably pay 
the retail price or to shop around and buy wholesale. 

There are arguments on both sides, but you can 
be sure that whichever course is chosen, the Council 
and city administrator will be roundly villified.

Slung Cars 
Verboten Sept. 18 

The low slung automobile 
that appears to slide along 
the roadway without any vi¬ 
sible clearance will soon be 
a thing of the past. 

The California Highway 
Patrol said yesterday that 
owners of these modified 
cars have until Sept. 18 to 
make them conform to a 
new section* of the vehicle 
code that becomes effective 
on that date. 

The new section provides 
that the clearance between 
•any portion of the car, ex¬ 
cept the wheels, and the 
roadway must be at least as 
great as the distance be¬ 
tween the roadway and the 
lowermost portion of the 
rim of any wheel in contact 
with the road, declared CHP 
Commissioner Bradford M. 
Crittenden. 

"Lowering of cars has 
reached the point of creat¬ 
ing accident-causing situa¬ 
tions,” Crittenden said. "This 
is a safety measure that 
doesn’t prohibit modifying a 
car, but does control the 
hazards to traffic that the 
more extreme cars have pre¬ 
sented.”
